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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-20, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The specification, as originally filed, failed to describe the base having first 
and second upwardly facing bearing surfaces extend on opposite sides of the ball, and 
each of the bearing surfaces extends parallel to the length for a distance at least as 
great as the diameter, whereby a person can place at least one finger on each of the 
bearing surfaces and roll the device across a support surface as recited in claims 1 and 
22. Claims 2-20 are rejected because they depend on rejected claim 1 . Due to the lack 
of disclosure of the claimed invention as described above, there is no meaningful 
comparison of the claimed invention and the prior art. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 21 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Thomson et al U.S. Patent 5,788,253. 

Thomson et al disclosed a device comprising a base (41) (Fig. 4); at least three 
amusing means: 1) a cylinder (43) rotatably mounted to the base; 2) a hole extending 
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through the second of the base (41) (see Fig. 3); and 3) an outside of the base (41) is . 
bounded by an arcuate surface and extends substantially the length of the base (Fig. 1 ). 
The base (41 ) could be rotated about three-dimensional axes. 

Claim 26 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hanson et al 
U.S. Patent 5,069,646. 

Hanson et al disclosed a base (12); a plunger (52) mounted in telescoping 
fashion on the base and resiliently biased to protrude outward beyond a first end of the 
base (see Figs. 2 and 3); a hole (18) extending through an opposite, second end of the 
base. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 24 and 25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
